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From late July to 19 August 1951* the barracks installation near Zwyciestwa 
Park in Poznan (P. 53A 26) was occupied by Polish troops who wore red ser- 
vice color and were estimated at one battalion-. The only vehicles seen in 
the billeting area were trucks * The installation consisted of one large four- 
story building and annex, fronting Taborowa ul, , and three old two-story stables 
which were located along Orezna and Promienista Streets and south of the barracks 
installation o The stables were used as garages and for the storage of supplies® 

The barracks installation on the south side of ul. drunwaldzka* between ul. 

Wojskown and ul. Ulanska* is composed of a southern and a northern section,, Resi- 
dents stated that the southern section of the barracks installation housed a Po- 
lish notorized infantry unit in the strength of one battalion* TJ 0 heavy weapons wer 
seer there. The buildings in the northern section of the installation were vacant. 
They included net less than h old barracks buildings and several old slightly dajfe* 
aged stables,, Craftsmen were seen reconditioning the installation. The yard was 
overgrown with grass. Soldiers were seen travelling between the southern section 
of the installation and the barracks installation near Zvjyciestws Park. 

Another barracks installation was located on the south side of ulo Siworcaowskiego* 
between ul. Polna and ulo Csylinga. All buildings of this installation were in 
good condition, with the exception of one building at the intersection of ul. 

Swio r csowskieg o and ul. Szylinga* which was $0 percent gutted. Soldiers wearing 
red service color were seen in the eastern section of the installation which 
appeared to be only slightly occupied as few windows were lighted in the evening. 
Residents stated that the Polish infantry unit stationed there had moved to a 
summer camp in May 1951® Soldiers coming and going in the western section of the 
installation wore caps with green bands and green pentagonal collar 8 patches. 

Polish military billets Were located on the north side of ul.-, Swierczewskiego* 
across the street from the installation mentioned in paragraph 3, and bordered by 
ul. Wawrayniaka, ul* Jackowkiego and ul* Kraszewskiego. Polish officers were seen
